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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1,4-6, 8, 10-12, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Orama et al., Finn. Chem. Lett., No. 6, pp. 182-185 (1979), cited 
by Applicants. The article by Arama et al. discloses the ligand N,N,N',N'-Tetrakis(2- 
hydroxypropyl)-ethylenediamine and metal complexes comprising said ligand. The 
metals used in the formation of the metal complex are Cu, Co, Zn and Pb. See entire 
document. 

4. Claims 1, 3-6, 8, 10-12, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by M. Su Han et al., Angew. Chem. Int. Ed., Vol. 41, No. 20, pp. 
3809-391 1 (2002), cited by Applicants. The article by M. Su Han discloses the 
formation of a metal complex by the reaction of 2,6-Bis(bis(2- 

pyridylmethyl)aminomethyl)-4-metyl-phenol and zinc perchlorate. See entire document. 

5. Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 3,098,841. The '841 patent discloses a series of N,N,N',N'- 
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tetra(3,5-dialkyl-4-hydroxobenzyl)diamine compounds. See column 1, lines 55-72 
through column 2, lines 1-14. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2, 7, 9, 15 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
